Haida Skipper 
Awarded D.S.0. 
For Gallantry 


LONDON, May 4—(CP)—Im- 
mediate award of the D.S.0. for 
Cmdr. H. G. de Wolf, of Halifax 
who led a destroyer force which 
sank one German destroyer and 
forced the beaching of another in 
English Channel actions last 
week, was announced today. 

The citation said Cmdr. de Wolf, 
who directed from the bridge of 
H.M.C.S. Haida during the flaming 
battles received the award “for gal- 
lantry and leadership as senior 
officer.” 

The Haida joined with her sister 
Canadian Tribal class destroyers, 
Huron and Athabaskan, the Royal 
Navy destroyer Ashanti and the 
new British cruiser Black Prince in 
the destruction of a German des- 
troyer last Wednesday. One of the 
new Elbing class, the German ship 
was sunk at the western end of 
the English Channel. 

Within three days the Athabas- 
kan was sunk and the Haida not 
only figured in the rescue of sur- 
vivors but quickly avenged the loss 
of her sister ship by forcing the 
German ship to be beached in 
flames,

Winnipeg Area

WINNIPEG, May 4.—(CP)—Snow 
blanketed moisture-starved districts 
in southern Manitoba today, but in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta it re- 
mained clear with sunshine and 
winds sweeping the grainlands. 

Winnipeg and districts to the 
south had a heavy fall of snow 
fering the night, welcomed by 
farmers and gardeners whose 
lands show a definite lack of sub- 
soll moisture. 

Wheat seeding is practically com- 
plete in Manitoba, but, with the 
exception of southern Alberta, 
there is much to be done in Sas- 
katchewan; central and northern 
areas of Alberta. ‘In all districts 
moisture conditions are far below 
average.

been decided, it is believed. 

An official announcement of new 
agreements covering Cano] Oil de 
velopment and refinery on the

Yukon, is expected from the minis- 
ter of mines agd resources, Hon, 1 
A. Crerar, tomorrow. 

A U.S. senate committee report- 
ed last January that the Cano: 
agreements were improvident from 
the American viewpoint,

Pension Age 
Of 65 Years 


QUEBEC, May 4—(CP)—Pre- 
mier Godbout announced in the 
legislative “assembly yestérday 
that the provincial government 
had started negotiations with the 
federal government with a view 
to having the age for the start of 
old-age pensions reduced from 70 
to 65, 

(There are about 50,000 old age 
pensioners in Quebec province. The 
federal government contributes 75 
per cent of the monthly cost of 
about $1,075,000, and the provincial 
government pays the remainder.) 


MUST CO-OPERATE 

The premier said that it was 
“necessary for the province to work 
in co-operation with federal author- 
ities” and that the Quebec legisla- 
ture “cannot do more than recom- 
mend that the Old Age Pensions 
Act be amended.” 

Mr. Godbout made the state- 
ment while speaking on a motion 
of Francois Leduc (L.—Laval) 
asking that the assembly “consid-

Reveal Conspiracy 
Against Recruiting 


SHERBROOKE, Que., May 4— 
(CP)—Four men and a woman were 
taken into custody here yesterday 
by Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
as they moved against what they 
described as a conspiracy to inter- 
fere with recruiting and incite army 
desertion. 


Mrs. Theodore Provencher, 50, 
Emery Gagnon, Auguste Thibeault, 
Emilien Papillon and Napoleon 
Poulin were arraigned in magis- 
trate’s court and remanded until 
next Wednesday. 

The charges said the accused 
attempted to have men in the 
army desert and interfered in re- 
cruiting by administering medi- 
cines to men seeking to avoid 
military duty. 

Also named in the indictment 
were seven men, described as sol- 
diers in the area. They were re- 
leased on parole pending th hear- 
ing. 

(In Montreal, Supt. Josaphat 
Brunet, officer commanding Que- 
bec “C” Division of the R.C.M-P., 
refused to comment on the case 
except to say that it was the most 
serious yet to be investigated and 
that the investigation had been un- 
der way for several months.) 

Police said the alleged conspiracy 
involved the administering of drugs 
to speed the action of the heart, or 
bring symptoms of stomach and 
lung ailments.

CALGARY, May 4.—(CP)—Call- 
ing of tenders on two schemes for 
refunding of $1,635,000 of Calgary's 
outstanding debenture debt will be 
recommended by the civic finance 


committee at a special meeting of 
city council called for 4 p.m. Fri- 


ay. 

The committee met yesterday in 
the city hall with H. A. Howard 
and F, E. Osborne, members of the 
board of sinking fund trustees, also 
in attendance. 

The plans decided upon were 
first: issuance of 17-year serial 
bonds bearing a coupon rate of 
3% per cent of which $100,000 
would be retired annually with 
$35,000 in the final year, Second: 
Issuance of 17-year bonds with a 
coupon rate of three per cent for 
the first six years and 3%2 per 
cent for the balance of the term. 
This plan also calls for retire- 
ment of $100,000 annually and 
$35,000 in the final year, 

If city council approves of the 
recommendation, bids will be re- 
quested from bond dealers on the 
two plans. The plan, which offers 
the best advantages to the city on 
the basis of the tenders, will be 
adopted.

Of yesterday's total, $33,468,450 
came from individual Canadians to 
bring their total to date to $259,- 
882,850, much less than half of the 
$604,000,000 which they purchased 
in Fifth Victory Loan bonds, 


LARGE PURCHASES 

Large corporate buyers  pur- 
chased a total of $54,782,800 to 
reach a cumulative total of $381,- 
986,000. They are a little below 
50 per cent of the approximate 
$779,000,000 they bought some six 
months ago. 

The half-way mark of the loan 
was signalized by a message to 
Canadians by Graham F. Towers, 
chairman of the National War Fin- 
ance committee, urging individual 
buyers to invest to the limit.

BERN, May 4—(AP)—Eye-witness 
accounts of the latest Allied air 
assault upon the railroad centre at 
Treviso in northeast Italy said yes- 
terday a heavy toll was taken 
among troops parading in honor of 
Nazi Foreign Minister Ribbentrop. 
A Chiasso dispatch to Libera 
Stampa, Lugano, said the death toll 
was 5,000 and was largely military.

80,000 Jap Troops 
In Honan Drive 


CHUNGKING, May 4.— (AP) — 
Japanese forces, constantly increas- 
ing in numbers, are driving north 
and south along the Hankow- 
Peiping railway in Honan Province 
in an effort to occupy the entire 
line, the Chinese announced last 
night, 

The Chinese communique esti- 
mated about 80,000 Japanese troops 
now are actively engaged in the 
Honan campaign, with large rein- 
forcements being held in reserve, 

Thrusting southward from cap- 
tured Chenghsien, the Japanese 
have reached Central Honan 
Province, and are attacking the 
city of Huschang, 50 miles south 
of Chenghsien, the Chinese said. 
Both sides have suffered heavy 
casualties in the battle that began 
May 1, but the city still is in 
Chinese hands, it was stated, 

The general picture of the Jap- 
anese offensive took on a “T” 
shape, with the horizontal bar ex- 
tending east and west from Chengh- 
sien and the vertical column bi- 
secting the middle of Honan Prov- 
ince north and south to Chengh-

heavy layoffs in industry were im- 
minent and that the war production 
job of Canada was nearly finished, 
This drift is marked in Quebec. 
Latest official figures show that 
on April 21 unfilled vacancies in 
employment offices totalled 170,- 
843. Of these, 103,659 vacancies 
for men existed in A, B and C 
priority industries, which include 
all essential war and civilian oc- 
cupations, Vacancies for loggers 
amounted to 15,708, indicating a 
critical situation in the lumber, 
newsprint and pulpwooed indus- 
try. In addition, vacancies for 
51,475 women were reported, 
Industrial manpower — shortage 
rested upon several factors, some of 
them seasonal. New munitions ord- 
ers, mostly for heavy ammunition, 
were given during the past six 
weeks, requiring about 10,000 work- 
ers in shell filling and other plants, 
But the employment involved in 
these orders extended indirectly 
through several branches of indus- 
try, notably steel production, and 
several thousand other workers 
were urgently required. 
LAYOFFS NOT HIGH 

At the same time, layoffs in in- 
dustry were much less than ex- 
pected, as Labor Minister Humph- 
rey Mitchell told parliament last 
Friday. Main explanation for this 
has been that many factories, com- 
pleting war orders which might 
have meant layoffs of labor, began 
to switch to civilian production. As 
a result no general pool of unem- 
ployment appeared. Figures given 
by Mr. Mitchell showed increase 
of 79,000 workers in civilian manu- 
facture during Octobr and Novem- 
ber last year, and this trend has 
continued, During the same months 
only 16,000 layoffs occurred. 

One remedy known to be under 
consideration is cancellation of 
allotments of materials for civil- 
ian manufacturing which had 
been resumed on limited scale. 
Expectations that supplies of 
steel materials for construction | 
would begin to be available may 
be postponed, since the new shell 
orders will have first claim on | 
stee| supplies. | 
At the same time, the exodus of | 

farm and bush workers who have 
worked in industry during the win-| 
ter is reaching substantial pro-| 


portions. More than 100,000 permits 
were issued to these workers to 
enter industry during the farm off- 
season, Latest figures show 65,000 
have already returned to the farms | 
and more are going. 


RESTRICT DEFERMENTS 

Another factor in the crisis is 
the policy of restricting army de- 
ferments for essential workers, In 
order to meet military require- 
ments, the government has begun 
to tap the huge pool of men with 
a category medical rating which 
had been allowed to remain in in- 
dustry on deferment. In addition, 
further deferments are being cur- 
tailed. In this way, the army is 
taking priority over war industry 

on a scale never before permitted. 

Employment demand is not uni- 
form. At present, the A_ priority 
industries include iron and base 
metals industries, oil, fuels, logging 
for most essential purposes such 
as aircraft spruce, and similar 
categories.

Arguing for an upward revision 
of wage rates per hour, the Trades 
and Labor Council also sought a 
reduction in the maximum hours 
of work per week. 

The labor body wished the 
minimum wage for all male em- 
ployees in the province to be set 
at 50 cents per hour with maxi- 
mum work week of 48 hours, 

Present regulations set the mini- 
mum at 40 cents for men paid by 
the hour, with the hours of work 
being fixed at nine per day and 54 
for a week, Where men are paid 
by the week or month the minimum 
wage is 33 1-3 cents per hour, with 
a minimum of 42 hours’ pay in 
week. 


SEEK 44-HOUR WEEK 


In asking for a minimum of 40 
cents per hour for female workers, 
the Trades and Labor Council ask- 
ed that the Maximum kours of 
work be set at 44 per week. The ex- 
isting minimum wage scale for wo- 
men varies with various lines of em- 
ployment but maximum hours of 
work are set at eight per day and 
48 per week. 

Applicants for the increase 
claimed upward revision of wages 
was needed to provide a decent 
standard of living and that such 
revision was justified owing to the 
rise in cost of living. They said 
some employers were taking ad- 
vantage of existing minimum 
wage rates by also making them 
their maximum rates.

Forces Unimpaired 


LONDON, May 4.—(CP)—Prime 
Minister John Curtin of Australia 
in a statement yesterday declared 
that dominion'’s reallocation of 
manpower from the forces to farms 
and factories “will not impair the 
combat strength of the Australian 
army.” 

Mr. Curtin, attending the Com- 
monwealth premiers’ conference 
here, said reduction in Australia’s 
armed forces by 20,000 men was 
made possible by reduction of cer- 
tain fixed defences no longer con- 
sidered necessary.

Failure of the Alberta cabinet to an- 
nounce any immediate decision on day 
nurseries in this province would appear to 
indicate that the government hesitates to 
accept the bare majority recommendation 
of the provincial advisory committee in 
that regard. The majority of the thinking 
people of Edmonton will hope that this 
hesitancy may point toward a more search- 
ing survey of the situation than the major- 
ity of the advisory committee appeared to 
be able to give. 

The premises which did not persuade 
half the members of the advisory commit- 
tea to make an adverse recommendation 
could hardly be accepted by a cabinet as the 
basis of an adverse decision. In spite of the 
poor showing made by newspaper question- 
naires, which anyone might have expected 
from the contents of the questionnaire, 
public opinion is fully aware that the case 
for day nurseries has been amply made out 
by previous surveys. 

Public opinion, too, is fully aware of the 
wide demand and need for these institu- 
tions. The public has a right to expect that 
the decision of the cabinet will be made on 
the basis of a better knowledge of the facts 
than the committee eee to have had. 


No Evictions 


There were no May Day evictions in 
Edmonton, None at least which were car- 
ried out by process of law. If any families 
were thrust out of their quarters it must 
have been done by moral suasion or 
threats. Official assurance has been given 
that no eviction orders were issued at the 
court house, that none were pending, and 
no notice of application for such orders 
had been received. “There has not been an 
eviction in Edmonton for months” the offi- 
cial added. 

This is something in which Edmonton 
people have reason to be gratified. There 
cannot be many cities in Canada where 
accommodation is as scarce as it is in this 
city. A great dal of house property has 
changed hands in recent months. Recon- 
struction and division of houses into apart- 
ments has been going on in all sections. 
But apparently the human needs and 
rights of tenants have not been forgotten 
in the scramble; as they seem to have been 
ignored in some other centres. 

- It is rather much to assume that for- 
bearance and consideration on the part of 
every landlord explains the absence of any 
attempt to eject tenants. No doubt there 
is even in Edmonton a minority who would 
have taken legal action but for the restric- 
tions of the rental control system. If so, the 
fact is proof that the control machinery is 
functioning effectively. 


Stabilizing Bond Values 


The amendments to the Bank Act make 
lower interest rates the permanent mdney 
policy of Canada. One result is to remove 
any fears—or hopes—that Victory bonds 
may sometime have to be sacrificed by 
needy holders for less than their value. 

Considering the absolute security of the 
investment, the rate of interest paid on 
these bonds gives a good return for the 
money put into them. The lower interest 
rates become on business loans and other 
investments, the higher the bond interest 
rates will be in comparison, and the 
stronger will be the position of the bonds 
on the market. Their selling value may go 
up; it cannot go down when the attrac- 
tions offered by other securities and by 
loans is relatively weaker. 

This legislation supports the assurance 
given the other day by Mr, Ilsley that a 
slump in bond values will not be allowed to 
occur. It eliminates whatever speculative 
element there was in buying these bonds— 
and it was never a strong element. 

Whoever in these circumstances pur- 
chases a bond does not part with an asset. 
He merely exchanges ready cash for a 
document which will be worth at all times 
what he pays for it, and he will draw inter- 
est for thus reducing for a stated period so 
much of the total amount of consumer buy- 
ing power in the country. Should he need 
the money before his bond matures, the 
lower returns obtainable from rival secur- 
ities will enable him to sell his bond for 
what he paid for it. ' 


Those Times Have Gone 


Senator Brooks of Illinois says the 
United States is fighting to give the Brit- 
ish Empire “another lease of life’ and to 
make Russia the “Colossus” of Europe. 
In exactly the same sense the British Em- 
pire and Russia are fighting to give the 
United States another “lease of life’ and 
to maintain it as the “Colossus” of the 
western hemisphere. 

The senator belongs to a considerable 
company of people—we have plenty of 
them in Canada — who are clinging to the 
political conceptions of the Victorian era, 
when the broad Atlantic was a protective 
moat for this continent and when the air- 
plane had not yet been invented. Geo- 
graphic isolation was then a fact for the 
countries in the Americas, and because it 
was a fact political isolation was possible 
and safe. 

But geographic isolation no longer 
exists, and with it has gone the possibility 
of political isolation. There is now no part 
of the world where a nation—however 
strong—-can count itself immune from at- 


| 


tack, or can depend on its own strength as 
sufficient to protect it against any com- 
bination of aggressor states, 

It is fortunate for the peoples of the 
United Nations and for world freedom that 
in each of these nations a solid majority 
recognized that the days of immunity are 
gone; that the ocean is now a highway for 
warships which travel under water, and 
that—as Mussolini truthfully said more 
than a year ago—Axis bombers could make 
return bombing flights to New York with- 
out stopping to refuel. 

The isolationist of today was born fifty 
years toc late. There is no longer any such 
thing as security in remoteness; nor as any 
single political entity being sufficient unto 
itself. . 


While United States troops were cap- 
turing the Hollandia airfields the Aus- 
tralians seized Madang. Operations in New 
Guinea appear to be approaching the mop- 
ping-up stage. 


The directors of the Nazi radio find it 
advisable to “jam” broadcasts from the 
new American station in Britain. Whether 
they resent this interference or tamely 
submit to it, Herr Goebbels’ hearers will 
know that the messages are interrupted 
because the propaganda chief is afraid of 
the reaction they might cause among 
non-Nazis in Germany and the occupied 
countries.

What he told the LL.O. was that 
their brilliant studies about labor 
conditions and problems, all inter- 
national matters in general, would 
get little response unless they found 
means to reach the people in terms 
of their own work, their own jobs, 
their own interests. 

He warned the delegates that the 
ordinary man from one end of the 
world to the other is fed up with 
abstractions about international co- 
operation and the Leagues of Na- 
tions, “If we ever again sit in our 
capitals and throw these old ab- 
stractions at the people, we shall 
deserve the isolationism that we 
shall certainly get,” he said. “The 
farmer or industrial worker is not 
just being selfish, materialistic, or 
parochial. He is being sensible, If 
international co-operation does not, 
apparently, and for all to see, mean 
anything to his destiny ... he has 
good reason. to be skeptical.” 

Says Mr. Grierson further, “if we 


are going to have international co- 
operation we must develop educa- 
tion in internationalism and see 
that it begins on the local doorstep. 
The education that people want to- 
day is in knowing where they get 
off. They want to know what the 
fancy notions mean in terms of the 
homes they will live in, the bread 
they will eat, the families they will 
raise—and, in my humble opinion 
they are right.”

Mr. Grierson reminded the LL.O. 
that they had offices in fifly nat- 
ions, and that through years of 
work vast knowledge had been col- 
lected. But he told them they must 
translate their information into 
mass education. He pointed out that 
whole nations are not intimately 
bound together in any way, but that 
all the groups within nations are 
and always have been. He illus- 
trated this with an experience. 
Once, in connection with the Cor- 
onation in England, he had a film 
made of the Royal stamp collection. 


He never anticipated its success! He 
found out that not only in England, 
but in the most remote corners of 
the earth were millions of people 
who were passionate stamp collect- 
ors. Stamp collecting was what 
bound them together, not noble 
sentiments about international col- 
laboration.

Halifax, Smuts Speeches Said Harmful 


Danger Lies in Arousing 
Forces of Isolation in 


The U.S. 
By BRUCE HUTCHISON 

The grave harm which the now 
famous speeches of Marshal Smuts 
and Lord Halifax have created in 
the Allied world is indicated clearly 
by reports now coming out of Wash- 
ington. The United States News, a 


valued weekly report of Washing- 
ton affairs, edited by the distin- 
guished American journalist, David 
Lawrence, stresses the unhappy re- 
action produced in the United 
States by the current proposal to 
make the British Commonwealth 
into a power bloc, to balance the 
power of the United States and 
Russia. It says: 

“Some British leaders are talking 
about a Western European bloc, in 
which Britain, France, Belgium, the 
Netherlands, Portugal, Denmark 
and Norway would pool their inter- 
ests. Th y also are proposing that 
the Dominions be included in the 
bloc and have an equal voice with 
Britain in determining British for- 
eign policy, These leaders fear 
that, without such a bloc, Britain 
will cease to be one of the world’s 
great powers. Opposition to the 
British plan for a balance-of-power 
bloc is being exerted by President 
Roosevelt and Cordell Hull, as Sec- 
retary of State. They know that the 
British, French, Belgian, Dutch and 
Portuguese empires together con- 
trol more than 21,000,000 square 
miles or two-fifths of the land area 
of the world. If these countries 
should act as a unit in matters of 
defence and trade, they could shut 
the U.S. out of many of the zones 
now regarded as strategic for this 
country’s defence.” 


* * & 


The proposals to which The Unit- 
ed States News refers do not come 
directly from the British Govern- 
ment, The plan té join Britain to 
western Europe as a counterpoise 
against Russia came from Marshal 
Smuts, The plan to consolidate the 
British Commonwealth came from 
Lord Halifax and was rejected by 
Marshal Smuts on March 17 last. 
But it is quite understandable that 
the United States, observing the 
eminence of these two statesmen, 
should be alarmed lest their opin- 
ions should represent some consid- 
erable force within the British 
Commonwealth as it confers at 
London, Most ordinary American 
citizens doubtless are not aware 
that the ‘Titan” theory of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth has been reject- 
ed by the Commonwealth at large, 
is opposed by all major political 
parties in Canada and is not prac- 
tical politics. The Smuts and Hali- 
fax speeches unhappily caught the 
headlines and alarmed the Ameri- 
can people, 

Already, according to the United 
States News, President Roosevelt 
has felt it necessary to counteract 
the threatened drive for a consoli- 
dated British Commonwealth, act- 
ing at all times as a unit in foreign 
policy. Through Mr. Hull he has 
denounced the theory of power 
blocks, alliances and spheres of in- 
fluence and has adhered to the op- 
posite ideal of an international or- 
ganization as proclaimed in the 
Moscow Declaration. 

He is opposed, says the United 
States News, to the proposed cre- 
ation of a British Commonwealth 
sterling block, an area protected 
from world competition by prefer- 
ential tariffs, the kind of tariff pre- 
serve recently advocated in Britain 
by Viscount Bennett, chief architect 
of the Ottawa treaties of 1932. The 
United States is against any such 
a scheme of trade exclusion and, 
favors instead a general lowering of 
trade barriers throughout the 
world, which is the policy of the 
Canadian government, and the pol- 
icy solemnly accepted by the 
United Nations under Section 7 of 
the Lend-Lease agreement. In the 
same way the United States is op- 
posed to exclusive British Com- 
monwealth business. 

The United States News notes 
that opposition to all these aspects 
of Commonwealth consolidation, on 
the political and economic levels, is 
coming from within the Common- 
wealth, particularly from Canada, 
which values deeply its good rela- 
tions with the United States. The 
paper adds: 

“This whole question of a British 
balance-of-power bloc is likely to 
come to a head when the Prime 
Ministers of the Dominions meet 
in London, At that meeting, the 
influence of President Roosevelt 
will be felt, even though he is not 
present, Within the U.S. govern-

ment, the President’s opposition to 
the British balance-of-power policy 
and his efforts to safeguard Ameri- 
can interests in the strategic corn- 
ers of the world are looked upon 
as entirely consistent with the ef- 
forts of Secretary Hull to bring 
about a general international or- 
ganization for the prservation of 
the world’s peace. If such an or- 
ganization comes into being, these 
strategic areas can be utilized for 
the security of alkthe nations, They 
can be under United Nations con- 
trol, or under the joint control of 
whatever powers are immediately 
concerned in a given area. But in 
any case President Roosevelt and 
Mr. Hull are determined that the 
United States is going to be dealt 
in.” 
* * * 


The meaning of this is perfettly 
clear. The attempt to form a power 


bloc of the British Commonwealth, 
if it succeeded, would force the 
United States to create a power 
bloc of its own, both political and 
economic. Failing a world organ- 
ization, it will desire to protect it- 
self by an extension of the isola- 
tionist principle to a larger area, 
by the securing of bases abroad, 
by the influencing of smaller states, 
by all the well-known devices of 
imperialism. 

The “Titan” theory can lead no- 
where else, for it is essentially a 
race for the accumulation of 
power, and as each “Titan” accu- 
mulates it, all the other Titans must 
try to equal this acquisition. The 
Titans will not remain static; they 
will continue, in fear of one an- 
other, to continue the race until 
eventually their interests will 
clash in the Third World War. 

If there be any doubt about this, 
the rection in Washington to the 
unhappy Halifax and Smuts 


He geted proves that even when 
the proposal is mentioned, at once 
it creates trouble among our best 
friends, makes them suspicious of 
our Commonwealth policy, makes 
them think of counter-balancing 
our threatened bid for power and, 
of course, plays straight into the 
hands. of the isolationists. Untold 
harm undoubtedly has been done 
already by two sincere statesmen 
who should have known better. 

Happily the United States gov- 
ernment is working vigorously to 
prevent a few ill-judged statement 
by a few people in Britain, South 
Africa and Canada from mobilizing 
the forces of isolation in the United 
States. It is advocating the only 
policy which will prevent a race for 
power and an ultimate conflict, the 
policy of collective security under 
a democratic international organiza- 
tion. It will need the full support 
of the British Commonwealth to 
succeed,

He excoriated the concentration on 
flag-waving and general patriotic 
ballyhoo, instead of realizing that 
the people everywhere “are hungry 
for a knowledge of the future, for 
a chance to understand what is in 
the making, and how they can pare 
ticipate in it, not only as to its 
benefits but as to its duties.” 

“All the patriotic ballyhoo is not 
so important as a credible pledge 
implemented in action, that the 
war is for the sake of the people 
everywhere, in common every-day 
terms, and nothing if not that.”

Our Military Manpower is Running Short 


No Immediate Crisis Is 
Expected But Situation 
Is Grave 

By B. T. RICHARDSON 


OTTAWA.—The supply of Cana- 
dian military manpower is running 
short. The situation, as revealed in 
recent official statements, is grow- 
ing steadily tighter. Yet 1944 re- 
quirements are expected to be met 
at the present rate of recruiting 
(about 3,000 per month) combined 
with voluntary transfers of draftees 
to general service status and the 
restriction of deferments. 


Three recent statements provide 
an up-to-date picture of the mili- 
tary manpower situation, Intro- 
ducing defence department esti- 
mates Feb. 14, Mr. Ralston said 
the army requirements to March 
31, 1945, would be 4,000 volunteers 
and 1,000 N.R.M.A. recruits per 
month, Navy and R.C.A.F. re- 
quirements, about 1,000 and 2,000 
men per month respectively, are 
being met conistently at their re- 
cruiting offices. 

Speaking on April 26, Mr. Ral- 
ston took notice of the flurry of 
pro-conscription discussion  sur- 
rounding: his department's cam- 
paign to encourage draftees to 
transfer to general service status, 
and he reiterated the basic prin- 
ciple to which the Government has 
adhered in this war, that overseas 
service shall be on volunteer basis. 
“Recruiting seems to be some- 
thing,” he said, “that must be dis- 
paraged, and I can only think it 
must be because there is some sort 
of fetish on the part of some 
people for conscription.” He had 
no apology to offer for army re- 
cruiting activities, adding: “I have 
indicated repeatedly that I prefer 
a voluntary army.” 

The other statement was Mr. 
Mitchell's ‘review of manpower 
and selective service, included in 
his introduction to the Labor de- 
partment estimates on April 28. 
His review showed that little re- 
serve remains in the manpower 
supply, as far as military require- 
ments are concerned, “We are 
now finding it more difficult,’ he 
said, “to fill the army requisitions. 
We will soon have to rely largely 
upon those at present deferred 
and the young men coming of age.” 
Mr. Mitchell disclosed that divi- 
sional registrars throughout Can- 
ada had instructions to call “as 
many men as possible.” His 
speech contained notification to 
industry that fewer postponements 
of military service can be granted 
in future, and that men on defer- 
ment may be called up,

On the basis of these figures, no 
immediate crisis in obtaining man- 
power for military service is fore- 
seen, though it may mean that in- 
dustry will Jose a number of men 
who were deferred for essential 
work and it cannot count on ob- 
taining many more deferments, 
During the coming year, Mr. Mitch- 
ell said, the general shortage of 
manpower will likely continue. But 
the insatiable demand of war in- 
dustry for manpower is beginning 
to ease. “War industry,” he said, 
“has passed its peak and it is rea- 
sonable to assume that many young 
men whom the demands of an ex- 
panding war production required 
in industry and who were therefore 
given temporary deferment, will be- 
come avalialable for the armed 
forces.”

The Wisconsin primary election 
which knocked Mr. Wendell Will- 
kie’s presidential aspirations so 
rudely on the head has now been 
written into history.

Then, for a couple of weeks, 
Wisconsin goes on a smelts-eating 
orgy which dwarfs by comparison 
the fabulous gustatory feats of 
Paul Bunyan and Babe the Blue 
Ox. They eat smelts for break- 
fast, for lunch and for dinner. 
They carry them around in their 
pockets for in-between snacks, 
They boil them, fry them, stew 
them, bake them and make them 
into corn-flakes and serve them 
with strawberries and cream.

In such 
a state of mind, the people of Wis- 
consin were in no mood for a visit 
from the rambunctious Mr, Willkie. 
They wanted to be alone with their 
sorrow.

If the primary had been held a 
month later there might have been 
a different story to tell. The smelts 
were running again. God was again 
in his heaven and all was right with 
Wisconsin, When the smelts are 
running the joyously hospitable 
people of Wisconsin bubble over in 
welcoming guests to their state, 
When the smelts are running no 
one can hurt their feelings. They 
are friends with everyone. Repub- 
licans, Democrats and Progressives 
bury their hatchets and the welkin 
rings around the old smelts platter 
and the flowing bowl of spring 
wine, If Mr, Willkie had invaded 
the state in the midst of the smelts 
wassail he would have carried 
everything before him. It was not 
the people of Wisconsin who did

It remained for a rather obscure 
jockey to awaken the unseen 
powers-that-be to the fact that 
racing now belongs to the public— 
with 35,000 attending in place of 
3500.

SHOCKED ASSEMBLAGE

Senator Urges

OTTAWA, May 4—(CP)—Senator 
W. M. Aseltine (L., Saskatchewan) 
expressed the hope in the Senate 
Wednesday that a _ reasonable 
amount of ammunition would be 
released by the Prices Board this 
year to hunters in various parts of 
Canada. 

Senator Aseltine said there were 
more migratory birds in Western 
Canada this year than there had 
been for many years. There was a 
general feeling that “Some of the 
crop should be harvested.” 

The Prices Board had announced 
that production of shotgun shells 
would have to be rationed this year, 
although production had been in- 
creased three-fold, said Senator 
Aseltine. 

He hoped the government would 


able to sportsmen hunters and to 
clubs, United States hunters were 
able to obtain ammunition and ser- 
vicemen in Britain spending leave 
in Scotland were allowed ammuni- 
tion for hunting 

In Canada, only authorized pur- 
chasers could obtain ammunition, 
There was a black market on shells 
in Canada, Persons who hoarded 
shells prior’ to imposition of re- 
strictions were selling them at a 
rate of between 50 cents and $1. 
Boxes of shotgun shells were sold | 
for $5 instead of $1. 

There was a widespread opinion 
that release of a reasonable amount 
of shells would not be harmful to 
the war effort. 

“If it was otherwise | would not 
bring up the subject,” said Senator 
Aseltine.

OTTAWA, May 4.--(CP)—Ot- 
tawa authorities yesterday saw 
the possibility that western wheat 
marketings may be permitted in 
the crop year 1944-45 without 
quotas limiting amounts which 
may be delivered by producers, 

In recent years a heavy surplus 
of and limited storage 
accommodation made it impossible 
for wheat deliveries to elevators to 
be continued without a check, In 
the present crop year, which ends 
July 31, the limitation first was 
that a producer might deliver 14 
bushels of wheat per acre of land 
devoted to wheat production and 
authorized under quota regulations, 


LATER INCREASED 

This quota later was raised to 18 
bushels an acre as wheat sales to 
the United States and other buyers 
continued at a high level. 

Trade Minister MacKinnon 
told the Commons last week that 
the quantity of wheat marketable 
in the coming crop year now is 
being studied. A decision cannot 
easily be reached as the volume 
of the new 1944 crop cannot be 
established and there is uncer- 
tainty as to the transportation 
facilities to be available for the 
movement of grain in 1944-45. 

But at present the demand for all 
Canadian grains is running at very 
high levels and there are indica- 
tions it will continue. The sales 
have eased the storage position in 
both western country and terminal 
clevators and space is becoming 
available for more grain now held 
on farms, 


IMPROVEMENT SHOWN 

The improvement is indicated by 
the official estimate that the carry- 
over of wheat on July 31 will be 
about 330,000,000 bushels, compared 
with more than 600,000,000 on the 
same date last year. 

Oats and barley are in good 
demand and there will be no dif- 
ficulty in disposing of surpluses

HEADQUARTERS FIRST CANA-

PHILADELPHIA, May 4—(AP) 
—The International Labor Con-

and economic advancement for 
the peoples of the world.

SOCIAL OBJECTIONS 

The proposals asked that the 41 
countries represented here agree 
that the following “should be the 
social objectives of international 
policy’—opportunity for regular 
employment; minimum — employ- 
ment standards which will provide 
adequate diet, housing and medical 
care; and insurance against unem- 
ployment and sickness. 

Beasley said: “The American 
draft looks at first sight to be an 
employment agreement. But it 
asks in fact no firm commitments, 
except one relating to the gather- 
ing of statistics.

That form of rheumatism called 
muscular rheumatism by the layman 
is referred to as fibrositiis by the 
doctor. Fibrositiis means an in- 
flammation of fibrous tissue, which 
lies in between the bundles of 
muscular tissue. When the fibrous 
tissue is inflamed this produces 
the soreness and pain in the 
muscles affected which are the chief 
symptoms of which the patient com- 
plains. 

The patient suffering from 
muscular rheumatism is easily led 
to believe that most of the trouble 
lies in the muscles; however, this 
is not the case as rheumatism has 
a constitutional cause, When the 
primary cause is established, then 
comparatively trivial causes such 
as over-use of the muscles, or ex- 
posure to cold or to damp may 
serve as exciting causes, bringing 
on. the attack. The cold or damp 
weather will produce a temporary 
slowing up of the circulation in 
some particular part and the 
muscles of that part will become 
painful, stiff or sore because of the 
accumulation of rheumatic tovins 
in that area due to the sluggish 
circulation. Cold, damp, or over- 
exertion are simply exciting causes 
and have the power to induce an at- 
tack only when the fundamental 
toxic condition is eresent. 

Fibrositis may attack the muscu- 
lar tissue of any part of the body 
but its favorite sites are the 
muscles of the neck and the 
muscles of the lower back, It is 
more common among men than 
among women and js known in both 
an acute and chronic form. The 
symptoms vary _ according to 
whether the disease is acute or 
chronic but as a general rule the 
acute attacks steadily grow worse 
until more or less permanent 
muscular disability results. In the 
acute attack, the pain in the 
muscles may be very intense and 
may prove so severe that the 
patient may make every effort to 
keep from moving the affected 
muscles, In the chronic form, the 
painful sensation may be noticeable 
only when the patient attempts to 
move the muscles and at other times 
may subside into a dull ache. Con- 
siderable stiffness is the rule and 
the patient will notice that he feels 
worse as soon as he becomes cold 
The patient with muscular rheuma- 
tism will try to keep as quiet as 
possible and will hug the fire, if 
left to his own devices. 

In the treatmeypt of muscular 
rheumatism, I find that the fast 
taken at the start will obtain the 
best possible results, as during the 
fast the blood chemistry will be 
adjusted closer to fhe normal. Also, 
during the time, the body will 
cleanse itself of the irritating sub- 
stances which have accumulated 


and which produce soreness, stiff- | 


ness and lameness when localized 
in muscular tissue. Usually the pain 
in the muscles will leave after two 
or three days on the fasting re- 
gimen if the patient is having an 
acute attack. In chronic cases a 
longer time may be required to 
secure results but even so the good 
effect of the fast will be apparent, 
During the fast it is important that 
the patient secure one enema daily. 

Following the fast, the greatest 
benefit will be secured if the 
patient uses a diet consisting of 
leafy green vegetables fdr several 
days. After this time a well-bal- 
anced diet may be used and the pa- 
tient is given a moderate amount of 
meat, cooked vegetables and salads, 
but is advised to use only the 
minimum amount of starches and 
sugars, or to avoid these altogether 
for a time.

The fears which harass the 

| mother of a young baby—babies 
| being enigmas to her—are chiefly 
| concerned with her anxiety that 
if she gives the baby attention 
when he cries, he'll soon be cry- 
ing for it, or if she picks him up 
to play with him, he'll continue to 
demand to be played with. 

I put thumbs down on both fears 
The baby who cries chronically, 
not just sp@radically, is in need of 
attention. However right the mother 
may consider her care or feeding to 
be, it can’t be exactly right or the 
results would be good. 

The crying baby is not a happy 
baby. He doesn’t cry because he 
enjoys crying and he can get his 
exercise in other ways, if he is 
contented. All he asks is to be 
comfortable. And comfort for a 
baby means to be well-fed. 
He may fuss a little at 

diaper, but by and large he is un- 
moved by it. He wants only a satis- 
faction of his hunger pangs and no 
cramps or aches afterwards. 

And don’t think a baby doesn’t 
need to be played with. He needs 
play as he needs food. Otherwise, 
he might as well be a vegetable. 
He wants to eat and sleep most of 
the time, but when he is awake 
he wants a satisfaction of his 
social needs. 

One would hardly think a mother 
would need to be told this, but 
many a mother admits she is 
afraid of her baby. She's afraid to 


go to him When he cries, she’s 
afraid to pick him up when he 
smiles, 


It’s surprising when one has no 
such fears how much attention one 
may give a well baby with nothing 
but desirable results. Every baby 
blossoms under the 
love. He should be cooed over and 
cuddled when he is being bathed

SPEAKS IN DEBATE 

He spoke during debate on second 
reading of the bill approving Can- 
ada’s participation in the United 
Nations relief and rehabilitation ad- 
ministration, set up to provide food, 
medical care and clothing to na- 
tions liberated from the enemy. 

A poor crop year might prevent 
Canada from fulfilling the food re- 
quirements which might be expect- 
ed of her, said Senator Buchanan. 

Canada might not have a wheat 
surplus at the end of this year, 
because crop prospects were poor. 
There had been little rain last 
autumn, little snow during the 
winter and little spring rain. 

“We may not only have a small 
crop, but it may be necessary for us 
to race our livestock to the market 
because of a lack of water,” he said.

Neither had attacked a submarine 
before although Ovens was on his 
second tour of operations, and pre-- 
viously had completed no fewer 
than 74 anti-sub expeditions, while 
Rush had flown on 25 similar 
patrols, 


The enemy targets, on both 
these occasions, were located and 


attacked while Ovens, Rush and 
the rest of the R.A.F. crew were 
doing some “overtime” flying.
